I have circular #147 forwarded in reply to my inquiries about “Gold Coins”, by which it 
is reported that “The U.S. Mint never coined any 50 & 25 cent gold pieces.” In 1857 I entered 
into the employment of a bank here, and I remember they had a collection of coins of the 
country, among which were several gold 50 cent and 25 cent pieces of very diminutive size. It 
was then reported by the Cashier that these pieces were never made for circulation, and that their 
coinage had been discontinued a number of years previous to that time.
